J. T. Ellsworth, of Barro, Mass., 
says: — "Experience 1ms taught rno 
that a cow's milk very deficient in but- 
tor often fattens a (iuor calf than that 
of a first-claaa butter cow. '— Chautau- 
qua Farmer. 

My currant bushes have been attacked 
by the currant worms for tho last two 
years. I sprinkled buttermilk on the 
leavos of tho bushes, and by this means 
destroyed tho worms and saved my 
bushes. — Farmers' Advocate. 

Wo consider a fowl in its prime at 
three years old. Tho vitality of tho egg 
is not gone at tho ond of a month if 
they can bo kept in a temperature of 
about 50 ° , aud if the are occasionally 
turned. At the end of that time they 
will hatch.— Land and Water. 

A sample of farmer's grumbling:— 
"No rain of any consequence had fallen 
for nearly a mouth, and everything was 
almost parched up from tho prolonged 
drought; so I cut a space of clover for 
hay aud it rained fast enough thou!' — 
Mark Lane Express. 

Concrete walls Jo not give satisfac- 
tion. There aro so many conditions such 
as expanding, contracting, otc, that 
cannot be exactly determined, that they 
are very apt to settle out of perpendic- 
ular, or crack" or in some way fail to 
make a perfect job. S'.ouo and brick 
aro more reliable.— Rural Homo. 

I can fully corroborate from my ex- 
peiiuce what your correspondent says 
«s to eggs not hatching which went to 
the bottom of the water. I tested a 
setting of black Cochin eggs the other 
day, aud as one of them immediately 
sank to tho bottom I concluded it was 
a bad one. but, seeing it "Wobble," I 
put it back under tho hen, aud it was 
eventually tho first to hatch. —Fancier's 
Gazette. 

Tho secret of preserving eggs is in 
oxcludiug the air, sealing tho pores of 
tho shell. This may be done by dipping 
the eggs in melted tallow aud after- 
wards packing them in br^u, layer upon 
covering tho uppermost well with 
bran, or salt may bo used instead of 
bran, or water saturated with lime and 
salt is also good. An English lady, an 
experienced poultry breeder, ha« pre- 
■ervod eggs in this solution, keeping 
them for several years without a single 
failure. — Fancier's Journal. 

Another Distressed Nobleman. — A 
tramp came along tho other day, Rays 
the Bridgeport Standard, aud confided 
to the impressible better half of a far- 
mor on tho road that ho was a Count, 
who was a travelling through the coun- 
try in this humble way seeking a true 
noart which ho might win and take 
back with him to share iu the revenues 
of his immense ostites iu Italy.

The Blue-Coat School Suicide. 



Few events for years past have so 
stirred the public mind in Euglaud as 
tho above tragedy. Tho papers abound 
with letters from former pupils of tho 
school, detailing tho "horrible crool- 
ties" they had to suffer when there, 
and nearly all tho loading journals 
have editorials on the subject. 

Mr. Cross has announced that a 
Government investigation will take 
place, in view of which tho authorities 
of Christ'H Hospital have decided that 
"Speech Day'" which had been fixed 
for Wednesday, shall not bo observed 
this year. 

One correspondent writes:— "I will 
remember during my first year in Lou- 
don how it was tho custom for now 
boys to go down to the lavatory every 
morning, and await, with fearful dread 
the infliction of stripes from torment- 
ing bullies with twisted towels who 
kept themselves warm on cold days by 
chastisiug some little follow with in- 
creased force." 

The manager of a city bank says: — 
"I left Christ Hospital "about tho samo 
time as your correspondent 'W.W.,' 
whoso experience of tho school tallies 
exactly with mine; in fact, ho and I 
must have lived together under the 
regime of terror.

Artificial Champagne. — Champagno 
drinkers will read with much interest, 
not wholly unmixed with misgiving, 
the details of an ingenious and profit- 
able industry which owes its origin to 
the scientific enterprise of a Belgian 
"chemist expert." Wo refer to the 
"fabrication of artificial champagne, 
without using wine," a process which 
results in a compound sold at the 
wholesale price of from fivepeuce to 
sixpenco per bottle, and retailed, to 
quoto the words of the circular before 
us, at "a groat many establishments at 
Paris, such as coffee-houses, concerts, 
balls, etc., at tho price of five to six 
shillings per bottle." It is described 
by its inventor as a "wholesomo aud 
racy production, owing to tho analysis 
of tho sparkling wines of Epernay, Ay 
aud Sanmur," a cause which at first 
sight seems but remotely connected 
with tho effect. The meaning of tho 
writer, however, is probably that the 
chemical constituents of these wines, 
as obtained by analysis, outer in the 
same proportion into the "fabricated" 
beverage. It is obtained, wo aro told, 
"by infusion, is clear, very sparkling 
and improves with ago, and has all tho 
properties of champagne wine" — but 
not, of coursa, all its "possessions," us 
tho grape, wo have been already in- 
formed, is omitted.— Fall Mall Ga- 
zette. 

A Joke on a Juey, — Quito an amus- 
ing event occurred in the County Court 
the other day. A jury went out late in 
tho afternoon in a case ou'y involving 
twenty dollars. About bedtime they 
told tho Sheriff they had agreed, 
whereupon the Court was opened in 
due form, the Judge upon tiio bench, 
tho Sheriff at his place, and the well 
appareled Deputy Clerk with his good- 
natured face turned expectantly toward 
thojury. They filed in with dignified 
solemnity. The foreman rose to his 
feet and announced tho verdict in tho 
following terms: "Wo, tho jury, have 
agreed to disagree." Tho Sheriff 
looked quickly toward tho panel and 
an ominous stern ess sottled on his faco.

THE BRITISH ARMY. 

In an ora of "wars and rumors of wars,*- 
when hosts are marshalling for deadly 
fray when Banguinary battles are of daily 
occurence, and when blood is being pour- 
ed out like water-it is profitable and in- 
teresting to inquire into tbo means of de- 
fence of tbo Mother Country. Every one 
concedes that tbo British Navy is the fin- 
est, tbo best equipped and tbo most effi- 
cient in the world; but everyone is not 
aware that tbo nation is at this moment in 
a bettor condition to carry on an aggres- 
sive war than at any time in her history. 
She could put at shorter notico bettor 
fighting material and mora of it hi tho 
field than sho contributed to carry on the 
Crimean war, which is saying a good deal, 
when tho oxortions put forth during that 
memorable struggle nro remembered. By 
the new law the militia m counted as a 
part of the regular army. In caso of ac- 
tive serrico— "at times of national emer- 
gency"— tbo militia will supply the ranks 
of tho regular army. Tkoy will bo a corps 
hold in rosorve, liablo to bo drawn upon 
at any moment to fill up vacancies. The 
machinery is provided in tho scheme- of 
reorganization which would render it 
possiblo, in ca<o of necessity, to place tho 
entire militia force of tho ompiro under 
arms for foreign service, while tho Volun- 
teer forco would fall into lino to fill tho 
vacancy thus created. In order to render 
this scheme effective with tho slightest 
possible delay, England and Wales am 
divided into fifty infantry districts, and 
Scotland and Irulaud into eight districts 
oach, with, in addition, a consolidated 
depot for tho guards, and eight rillo bat- 
tallions of the army affiliated with eight 
metropolitan militia battalions. The whole 
of the Uuited Kingdom is further divid- 
ed into twelve artillery districts and two 
cavalry districts. Regulars and irregulars 
are treated equally aa available parts of 



THE NEW AMERICAN CONSUL.

TRAIL WANTED. 



Persons; who havo recently passed over 
the trail from Leocb to San Juan River 
and the country that lies between thoso 
streams are of opinion that paying 
quartz lodes exist, thereabout. Pieces o; 
detached quartz, rich with gold, have 
been picked from river bars and crevices. 
Tho existence of gold on San Juan aud 
other streams is no new discovery. As 
far back as 1861 John Foley and othors 
from Victoria creviced and dug among 
tho rocks and bars, invariably finding 
coarEO gold. In lSG-l and "05 tho country 
was overrun with prospectors who found 
gold on tho same bars and in tho samo 
crevices that Foley and his friends had 
worked out four and tivo yoars before. 
Now, after the lapse of twelve years more, 
comes Mr. Todd and othors with coarso 
gold from twice-overhauled bars aud 
crovices. Wind is tho inferonco ? Thnt 
gold is being constantly deposited in tho 
rivers. Every thaw causes slides from 
tho mountains, and the fast-rushing water 
of Spring freshets separates the gold from 
tho disintegrated and pulverised rock and 
carries it further down stro.au until it 
lodges on bars or fiudu a resting place in 
crevices of the rooky beds of rivers. The 
source of the gold found in tho rivers is 
somewhere among the hill, Without a 
doubt tboro exist rich veins from which 
tho float gold found on Leech, Jordan, 
San J uan and other streams has been ex- 
tracted by elementary processos. The 
great secret that is still looLod up in Na- 
ture's breast is the source whence comes 
thegold found in thoso rivers ? The key to 
that secret human industry and skill will 
yet compel its holder to deliver up fortlio 
benefit of mnn; and in the meanwhile, to 
facilitate the search, the Government are 
asked to construct a trail from Leech to 
San Juan Rivers En route to the lastmen- 
tioned stream there aro two fertile, well- 
watered valleys, abounding with game 
and containing an area of arable land ai 
great as that of tho Saanich Peninsula, on 
which reside 350 persons. A trail open- 
ed to Sun Juan River would render pros- 
pecting comparatively easy, and would 
facilitate the examination of presumably 
rich quartz ledges. Tho cost of tho trail 
would bo a mere trifle.compared with the 
benefits that might bo conferred on tho 
country. Tho discovery of a single lich 
goldbearing quartz ledge near Victoria 
would make ttio fortune of every mun in 
business within tho limits of tho Munici- 
pality. 



army in Bulgaria and particularly their 
effort, to retrieve the misfortunes of Pie v- 
ua and Loft-.cha. The confidence engen- 
dered by th«ir easy passage of the Danube 
and their rapid progress towards the bal- 
kaus still impels them to attack the Turks 
in their strong positions and the latter 
seem to bo satisfied with simply receiving 
their assaults and repelling them, advan- 
tage in such tactics being found in dispar- 
ity of loss. 

Osmau Pasbn, Turkish commander in 
tho recent succor so-; on tho lin-j of the Vic] 
aud Osman rivers, is disposed to humor 
tho disposition of tho Russians to attack 
him in his stronghold and coolly selects 
his own positions. While tho Russians 
woro engaged in concentrating a large 
forco designed at all hazards to redeem 
the defeat at Loftscha, Osman Pasha so- 
locted tho village of Vladina on a spur of 
mountain ridge running southwest and 
northeast as a point at which to receive 
attacks. In this position his right was 
protected by the river Osman and town of 
Loftscha, aud his left by entrenchments 
which he had time to greatly strengthen. 
Early on Tuesday, the 7th, "the Russians 
advanced to attack, opening with tho usual 
artillery lire, which played fiercely on the 
Turkish position. The Turkish artillery 
men replied with equal vigor and tho duel 
with caution was kopt up for a considera- 
ble time under cover of tho roar and smolio 
of guns. A movement was made by the 
Russians on tho Hanks aud centre of the 
Turkish position. Tho Russian infantry 
poured in masses on tho Turkish works 
and were received with the decided resist- 
ance always characterizing the Turks bo- 
hind entrenchments. A firm and bitter 
fire was kept up on tho assailants under 
which they recoiled and at last fell back, 
leaving tho ground in front of tho Turk' 
ish works covered with dead and wound- 
ed. Tho repulse was only temporary, 
however, for tho Russians with splendid 
gallantry reformed and charged again and 
again upon tho obstinate defenders, but 
with tho samo unavailing and dreadfully 
fatal results as in tho first onset. Noshing 
but undaunted pluck could have with- 
stood the Russian assaults which were 
persisted in against a murderous fire from 
rifles and cannon that plowed their ranks 
through and through as they advanced. 
All day this fearful tight wont on, the Rus- 
sians hurling themselves with desuerato 
courage on tho entrenchments of tho 
Turks and as steadily being repulsed, 
every a/sault leaving its ghastly contri- 
bution of dead and wounded. (July at tho 
close of day when the Russian lino stur/- 
gored before tho Turkish lire did Osman 
'usha give the word to attack and from a 
Arm and steady defense tho Turks assum- 
ed tho offensive. Rushing upon their foes 
with overwhelming force nnd audacity ot 
night Osman Pasha was viotonous along 
tho entire lino of battle. Tho losses on 
both sides were heavy, but were heaviest 
on tho Russian side from tho openness 
boldness and persistency of their attack:',' 
and tho comparatively sheltered position 
of tho Turks.

Osman Pasha is being attacked and 
battle is now raging. Tho campaign of I 
the present year will certainly bo settled 
within tbo nest iS hoar.". 

Ciiic.vao, Aug. 10.— The Tribune's Lon- 
don dispatch says in tho engagement of 
Loftscha yebterday the Russians lost 000 
killed and wounded and tho Turks only 
100. Tho real struggle began on tho fol- 
lowing day and may bo going on nt Plev- 
na. A largo Russian army under tho 
Czarovitch is facing Eyonb Pasha on the 
left and Mehemet Ali on the right. The 
former is threatened from the direction of 
Rashgar and tho latter from Osman Ba- 
zar. Grand Duke Nicholas haa removed 
his headquarters from Biela to linlgurio- 
ui.

"Ship Ahoy!" 

"It is bettor to bo born lucky than 
rich," quoth a philosophio sailor from the 
Shah as iio dragged himself slowly and 
painfully into tho Police Barracks on 
Thuraday night about l\y t o'clock.

Tho arrest of three of tho leading 
officials of tho Detective Department 
of Scotland Yard on u chargo of con- 
spiring to defeat the ends of justice, 
alroady reported by cable, has caused 
immense excitement throughout the 
metropolis. For some woekB past se- 
cret inquiries have boon instituted by 
the Homo Ofiico bearing upon '..lie 
conduct of theso officers in their pur- 
suit aud capture of tho turf swindlers. 
Tho order to arrest was given effect to 
at ten o'clock, when Druecovitch, 
Palmer, and Meiklejohn camo on duty. 
At that hour Superintendent William- 
sou entered tho detectives' room and 
stated that it was with extreme regret 
he had to request the officers named to 
consider themselves in custody. Nothing 
could exceed the surprise with which 
the at nouncement was heard by their 
colleagues, whom many years' experi- 
ence had taught to havo entiro confi- 
dence in tho integrity and honor of 
tho accused. Tho prisoners were then 
jtaken in cabs to King-street police sta- 
tion, whero thoy woro formally charg- 
'ed with tho offenco iudicated. Thence 
they were removed to How street aud 
detained in a privato room till the or- 
dinary business of tho court was con- 
cluded. The appearauco of such well- 
known officers in tho dock, along with 
a scarcely less well-known solicitor in 
police courts, caused the greatest con- 
Htoruation among tho "habituos"' of 
Bow street, for nono of tho public 
knew that a caso of such importance 
was ponding. Tho proceedings occu- 
pied only a few minutest As soon as 
Mr. Poland aud Mr. J>owis had finish- 
ed their statements, tho solicitor was 
admitted to bail, and great surprise 
was expressed whou tho magistrate 
[Sir Jamos Ingham | refusod to accopt 
sureties for tho detectives, though a 
score of gentlemen could at once havo 
been found who were willing to bocomo 
bail. Tho exact grounds havo not of- 
ficially transpired, but it is believed 
that Beuson, tho concoctor of tho turf 
frauds, has sinco his conviction made 
certain allegations of bribery .to sup- 
press ovidonce which havo led to the 
present extraordinary charge.

| Por ntoaiuor North Pacific J 
At Chatham, Lieutenant Ernest 
Bryco, R, E., was dreadfully injured 
by tho accidental discharge of torpedo 
fuse, and no bfipe is entertained of his 
recovery. 

Tho "Pall Mall Gazette" states that 
a declaration to her Majesty the Queen 
is in preparation on the subject of con- 
fession, to bo signed by wives and 
members who themselves go to con- 
fession and who bring up 
their children to the samo practice.

The Duke of Portland has subscrib- 
ed another £1,000 to the fund which is 
being" raised for tho wounded Turkish 
soldiers by the Stafford House Coin- 
mitteo.

Times." Tho prisoner alleged that 
Mr. Frazer, under the signature of 
''Bartolo," had written in the "Irish 
Times" some scurrilous statements 
about Lis wife. Ho went to the 
"Times" oflic". and there meeting Mr. 
Frazer, knocked hi a down and boat 
him. Ou being searched at tho polico 
office a loaded revolver was found in 
his possession. Ho was fined X3, niid 
ordered to givo security for his behav- 
iour. 

Tho inquest on the Bath bridge acci- 
dent has terminated in a verdict of 
manslaughter agaist fivo persons — the 
four proprietors of tho bridge aud the 
toll-keeper. They were admitted to 
bail. 

The recent Irish assizes havo shown 
a considerable decrease of general 
crime, and even of drunkeness, in 
several counties. Tho agrarian of- 
fences have not been numerous. 

The new twin vessel for tho Channol 
passenger traffic has been launched. 
Sho is called tho Express, and differs 
in several respects from tho Castalia. 

The English Judges havo been in 
receipt of an unusually largo number 
of white kids within the last few weeks, 
and the papers aro asking if crime iB 
really diminishing. Irish statistics 
show a great falling off in tho criminal 
cases before the courts this year.

I havo heard of a 
lady decorating her bedroom with 
them; but a friend of mine has done 
bettor still. He has mado a collection 
so complete that he was induced re- 
luctantly to part with it for £3,000 the 
other day.

It is said that Her Majesty was 
singularly reticent as to the appearance 
of the corps d'nrmee she reviewed at 
Windsor the other day; almost the 
only reflection that escaped the Royal 
lips being: "What a number of boys 
were in tho ranks!" Tho reports of the 
city papers may gloss over the affair as 
they will, but the fact must sooner or 
later bo known that the avoiage Brit- 
ish regular infantry of to-day — as re- 
presented, at all ovents, by the troops 
reviewed by the Queen — are inferior 
soldiers, and will not compare favour- 
ably in respect of general efficiency, at 
drill, in marching power, and in stam- 
ina with the average rifle volunteers. 

In the Houso of Lords, in committee 
upon tho Universities bill, an amend- 
ment, proposed by Earl Granville, 
to abolish religions tests for all offices 
and places of emolument, with a fow 
exceptions, iu the universities, was 
rejected by 103 to G9. 

"Vanity Fair" says:— -"I regret to 
hare to announce that Mr. Hungerford, 
of Dingley-Park, Market Harborough, 
has eloped with Lady Tempest, of 
I-Ieaton, Lancashire." Tho "Whitehall 
Review" also states that Sir Charles 
Tempest married, for his second wife, 
not quito three years ago, a daughter 
of Capt. Rowland Hill Gordon, of the 
42nd Highlanders, and that until tho 
day of her flight with Mr. Hungerford 
she and her husband had lived on the 
best possible terms. Mr. Hungerford 
is also married. Sir Charles Tempest 
is a Roman Catholic, and the infloiiblo 
rules of his church forbid him, evou in 
an extreme caso liko tho present, from 
having his marriage nuullcd. 

A meeting of tho members of tho 
metropolitan polico been held to dis- 
cuss grievances alleged to rosult from 
tho actions of Colonel Frasor, chief 
commissioner, especially compulsory re- 
sidence iu tho city, inadequate pay, com- 
pulsory superannuation and supervision 
of the funds, unfairness in the system of 
promotion, aud the denial of direct appeal 
to tho Polico Commiiteo irrespective of 
tho Chief Commissioner.
